WILL DECLARE REPUBLIC 


Insurgents Issue Own Money— 


Prisons Opened and Crim- 


inals Liberated 


Peking, Oct. 13.—A rebellion that 


within a week has llamed through 
the central provinces of China has 
spread today to the north and from 
all sections of the empire come re- 
ports of bloodshed and anarchy. The 
capital itself is seriously threatened 
and the government is overwhelmed 
by the fury of the uprising and is 
momentarily helpless. 
Communica- 


tion with Hankow, AYxt Chang, and 
Han Tang, the three 
great sister 


cities where the revolution is center- 
ed has been destroyed. Tt is said that 
J^ifteen 
thousand 
imperial 
troops 


have deserted to- the side of the 
rebels, and the whole imperial army 
is seething with revolt and sedition. 
A ilotilla. of toreigu gunboats is an- 
chored off Hankow and a force oi 
marines has been landed under com- 
mand of the Japanese. British, Amer- 
ican, and German gunboats are pa- 
trolling the coast. 
The city of Han- 


kow is in" flames and oliiuers fear to 
give their troops orders. 


Hankow, China, Oct. 13.—Ever} 


hour the flame of rebellion is spread- 
ing more rapidly over China and thr 
empire stands 
seriously threatened 


with the destruction of its monarch* 
and the establishment of the first 
Oriental republic in the history of the 
world. 


Four provinces are now affected. 


While there has beea 
anti-foreign 


outbreaks, massacre of Manchus are 
reported on every side. The whole 
country is ablaze with 
incendiary 


fires. 
Thousands of convicts have 


been released and pillaging is wide 
spread. 
Despite the fact that white 


residents are so far unmolested the 
foreigners are predicting that the fa- 
miliar cry ,"down 
with the white 


devils" will soon be heard. 


Peking, Oct. 13.—The specter of a 


civil war through China looms up 
strongly today since the rebel cap- 
ture of Han 
Yong Arsenal, where 


the greater part of the country's am- 
munition is stored. 


The revolution, which has 
been 


hanging over China for months, and 
of which the rising in the province of 
Sze Chueii was only a small part, has 
begun in earnest. 
It is a concerted 


movement to take the empire and 
declare a leptiblic. 


The exiled revolutionist, Dr. Sun 


Yat Sen, leader of the anti-Manchu 
party, if the plans do not miscarry, 
is to be elected president. 
He was 


the delegate of the revolutionary pai- 
ty to the United States in 1910 and 
is believed during that tour to have 
made arrangments for 
financial aid 


to the movement. 


Sun Yu, a brother of Dr. Sun Yat, 


Sr., who is now in Hankow, has been 
elected president of the Provincial 
Assembly. 


Tang Hua Lung, the retiring pres- 


ident ol the Assembly and a noted 
scholar, has been elected governor of 
Hu Feb. 


The whole assembly has seceded 


from the imperial government. The 
rebels are well organized and finan- 
cially strong. They have confiscated 
the local treasuries and banks and 
are issuing their own paper money, 
redeeming the government notes with 
this as foreign banks are retusing 
government notes. 


The revolutionaries have captured 


Wu Chang, the native section of Han- 
kow, 
and Han Yang, all adjoining 


cities in Hu Peh province. 


Chang Sha, capital of the province 


of Kiang Su, is on the verge of a ris- 
ing, several public buildings having 
been destroyed. 


Thousands of soldiers have joined 


the mutiny in Hu Peh. 
Hundreds of 


JWanchus have been killed 
and the 


terrified people are fleeing from the 
cities into the country, carrying their 
belongings. 


The prisons have been opened and 


criminals liberated. There has been 
fighting in the streets, but the most 
stringent orders have been issued by 
the rebels that the lives of foreigners 
and their property shall bo respctod.

ITALIAN TROOPS ARE 


REPULSED BY TURKS 


WITH A HEAVY LOSS 


London, Oct. 13.—The Italian ad- 


vance has been checked and the Ital- 
ian troops repulsed with heavy losses 
by the Turkish garrison 
entrenched 


outside of Tripoli according to a dis- 
patch received here this afternoon. 
The Italians are said to have lost in 
killed 
and 
wounded 
1600 men. 


The Turkish losses are not known. 


The most serious news has reached 


here trom Constantinople where ev- 
ery indication points to an impending 
revolution with consquences of tre- 
mendous importance to the rest of

The troops at Chang Sha, the cap-

of 
Hunan Province, mutinied 


when their officers attempted to dis- 
arm them and joined the revolution- 
ists, who then captured the city. 


Rebel soldiers also captured Yo 


Chow in Hunan province. 


Officials throughout the Yangtse 


Valley are in panic and outbreaks 
in other important points are expect- 
ed hourly. 
* 


The rebels hold a considerable por- 


tion of the southern section of the 
Pekin- Hankow Railway. They have 
issued a proclamation to the effect 
that if troops are started southward 
the rebels' confederates will destroy 
the Great Yellow River bridge. 


The provincial troops are wholly 


unreliable and reports of mutiny in 
all parts of the army and navy arc 
coming in hourly. 


The government is stupefied by the 


dissatisfaction of the troops and man- 
ifest organization of the revolution- 
ary movement. 


After a lengthy cabinet conference 


Yuan Shi Kai offered the post of 
Military Commandant in the Yangtse 
Valley to Tsai Toa, who, with the 
Imperial Guard, hastily 
returned 


from Young Ping Fu, where exten- 
sive maneuvers were planned for next 


Peking has been placed 
under 


semi-martial law. Heavily armed sol- 
diers and police are guarding the 
residences of the Princes and high of- 
ficials. All the city gates, too are he- 
ing guarded and incomers are clse- 
ly scrutinized. 


Thre students who recently re- 


turned from Japan have been arrest- 
ed. The}' are suspected of being rev- 
olutionists 
The strictest censorship 


prevails and the press is not permit- 
ted to publish the news of the cap- 
ture of Hanyang and other details of 
the revolution. 


The Prince Regent,- fearing that 


there are revolutionists

circles, has suspended all audiences 
with minor officials. 


An imperial edict issued yesterday, 


ordered the immediate 
dispatch of 


two divisions of troops to the disaf- 
fected provinces. 


About 20,000 of the 
tioops are 


ftJanchus. It is against the Manchus 
that the revolutionaries have risen. 


At the same time orders have been 


issued for assembling of a fleet of 
warships in the Yangtse Kiang to 
unite with the land forces against the 
rebels.

New Yoik, Oct. 13.—Offering $500 to 


any person who can .prove he know- 
ingly permitted a single ticket for the 
world's series to go into the hands of 
a "scalper" Secretary Win. Gray, .^oL 
the New York club today denied that 
the officials in charge of the sale of 
tickets are in any way responsible for 
the fact that scalpers 
are 
offering 


thousands of tickets for sale at double 
and treble the box office price. 


Neither this statement nor the as- 


surance that John Brush's $10,000 of- 
fer for a chance that will eliminate 
the scalpers still stands, appeased the 
wrath of the disappointed baseball en- 
thusiasts who have been storming the 
door to Gray's office for a chance to 
get to the box office windows, then to 
be advised that all the tickets 
had 


been sold, while speculators with hun- 
dreds of the coveted pasteboards were 
offered to sell them at profits of 100 
and 200 per cent. 


At the office of Mr. Gray today it 


was stated that the same methods by 
which speculators have gained posses- 
sion of tickets in years gone by were 
wed this y jr. O'--J -Ji'ttiv U'en closest 
to Gray on returning from a confer- 
ence with him this morning said: 


"Without doubt well dressed 
men 


were hired by speculators to wait in 
line until they could purchase tickets. 
In other cases speculators had people 
write from other cities sending certi- 
fied checks for the series. After thesp 
orders were filled they are sent by the 
people receiving the ticket,-; 
to 
the 


speculators in New York. 
There is 


absolutely no way in which the spec- 
ulator can be eliminated. 
He "gets 


tickets for the world's series in pre- 
cisely the manner that he gets tickets 
for the theatres." 


Concerning the statement that Frank 


Farrell, owner of the Highlanders, was 
given no consideration in the matter 
of tickets, despite the fact Le gave the 
Giants three months 
free use of his 


grounds when the Polo grounds were 
burned, the officials in charge of tick- 
et sales had nothing to say. When the 
matter was called to Gray's attention 
he said: "I know nothing of the Far- 
rell affair." 


Pointing to a big box stacked high 


with certified checks and money or- 
ders, he said: 


"There is $100,000 in that box all 


of which is to be returned because for 
one reason or another, the orders could 
not be filled. We

Hundreds of irate fans who received

It is expected to stand for parcels 
post, good roads and elimination of 
alleged tariff abuses and to stand by 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley in his fight with 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson. 


In number of delegates Ohio leads 


all the states. 
At yesterday's ses- 


sions they filled a third of the bal- 
cony. Total representation registered 
is close to 1000. A record first day. 
Delegates were still pouring into the 
city last night and today's attend- 
ance is expected to mount to 1500. 


Selections made yesterday by the 


30 odd 
states 
represented of the 


members of the committee on resolu- 
tions are said to insure that it will 
be a progressive c.ommittee.. Ohio's 
selection is John Begg, of Columbus 
Grove, an 
Institute 
lecturer. 
He 


stands for Dr. Wiley and other pro- 
gressive things. 


The first day was not without its 


scraps. 
They came over the manner 


of handling 
the 
resolutions. 
The 


principal one was 
concerning the 


printing of resolutions offered. After 
it had been agreed to act on resolu- 
tions without printing them, Dr. U. 
W. Daly of Cincinnati stepped into 
the breach and shouted: 


"How do you expect the Congress 


of the United States to pay any atten- 
tion to us when we can't even print 
our own resolutions. We'll be a joke 
if we are not careful. 
Everybody 


throw a dollar on the platform and 
we'll have enough to pay 10 times 
the cost of printing." 


Dollars came out of cash pouches 


and Dr. Daly prevailed. 


Besides 
legislative 
accomplish- 


ments, farmers have other things to 
be thankful for, according to W. L.

Turn every ten sec- 
onds until both sides are well seared, 
then turn, each half minute. A steak 
one inch thick will broil in from four 
to six minutes if liked rare; a little 
longer if preferred well done. When 
half done season both sides with salt 
and pepper. Let a spoonful of butter 
melt on the hot platter. 
Hold the 
steak for a half minute owi paper to 
let sooty fat drip off. Lay on the plat- 
ter and turn once that both sides may 
be buttered.
